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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,2,4-6 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Saheki et al. in view of Robinson, III. 

Saheki teaches a tire pressure transmitting device comprising detecting running 
state of the vehicle (col. 3, lines 65-67); col. 4, lines 28-33; col. 6, lines 13-21), 
transmitting tire condition data (col. 6, line 17), antenna 36 and controller 31 for 
outputting power to a transmitter when moving at a particular speed, and providing less 
power to transmitter when the vehicle is not moving, except for specifically stating that 
the power provided when vehicle is not moving is greater than zero. 

Robinson teaches desirability of providing greater power to a tire transmitter 
when it is desired to transmit signals, and providing a "sleep mode of power" when it is 
not desired to transmit data so as to save power (col. 7, lines 16-20). 

It would have been obvious to use a sleep mode of power as suggested by 
Robinson in conjunction with a tire transmitter system as disclosed by Saheki, in order 
that power could have been conserved while still maintaining a sleep mode of power so 
that a transmitter could have been activated when desired. 

Regarding claim 2, Saheki teaches use of speed detector for sensing 
acceleration (col. 3, line 18). 

2. Claims 7 and 9 are allowed.
